those napon whom he relled for thelr person
charaoter, Bassgens, whom he chose tor chisf
prefect, was o real rostio, badly brought up,
and Hitle intelligent. Pompeianus, to whom
he merried his daughter Lucllla, the widow of
Verus, wos o man without birth or atiraotions,
and niso rather elderly. He lmagined that the
women of his housepold, ke him, had no
thought except for the good of the common-
wealth, and that beosush Pompelanus was the
most bonest man In the gmpire, he ought tw
ploage Fanetins and Lucllls, Oun the contrary,
they revolled, and made rrmr Fompelanny
sufler woll for his audacity In entering toelir

Pursue strictly the above ruies, and the
Divine blessing and riches of every kind will
